Claim 7 is objected to because of the following informalities: it Is 
inaccurate lo recite the conductors as being separated by the isolating hole, 
since the hole itself doesn't separate the conductors. It is a punch inserted 
through the isolating hole that cause the separating to occur Appropriate 
j correction is required. 

The following Is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.$,C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action:

the (jeaty defined bi section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
appjicalion filed in thd United States only if the Internationat application designated Iho United 
States and was published under Artrcle 21(2) of such treaty in the EngHsib language. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Ma et al 6764336. 

Ma et al discloses insert injection molded casing 30 and bent conductors 
comprising contacts 22 and leads 20. Note that the printed circuit board and 
optical sub^assemblies are not positively recited and are thus given little 
patentable weight. 

Claims 1 , 2, -1, 5, 6. 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
I • bi^^ing anticipated by Fang 6764338. 

Fang discloses casing 10 defining plane 111 and five bent conductors 
comprising contacts 21 having holes and leads 23. Contacts 21 are arrayed in a 
: configuration that is substantially parallel to piano 111. Leads 23 extend from 
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casing 1 0 in a di* ection thai is not parallel to plan© 111. Note that the printed 
circuit board and optical sut^-assemblies are not positively recited and are thus 
given (iltle patentable weight. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the Invention is not IdenticaNy dj^ctosed or described .

Claims 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ma et al, 

Ma et al substantially discloses the claimed invention except for the 
number of contacts being four or five. It would have been obvious to use any 
nuajber of contacts desired depending on the number of contacts in the mating 
connector to which the claimed connector is to be mated. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U,S,C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Fang, 

Fang substantially discloses the claimed invention except for the number 
Of electrics! contacts being four. It would have been obvious to use any number 
of contacts desired depending on the number of contacts in the mating connector 
to wtiich the claimed connector is to be mated. 

Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent fomn including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims.
